er. . . .finally 
landing 
at

Bailey will want to forget how six 
or sev en dead Japs smelled in the 
cav e all night while they were with 
t hem. . . . bu t it was better for them 
to be in a hole with dead and stink­ 
ing Japs than with liv e ones.
